The ooinstock will uot agmn be what i 
has bten, bec'ause of the many changes 
that have been in mining enterprise 
sinto its better day, but it is inspiring 
to feel theie «re in the near future bet 
ter days for the people on the grea 
lode than there haa been for many 
years Ibere Is auy quantity of money 
to the east of Mount Davidson that 
will be taken from its ores when other 
modes for their reduction than those 
which prevailed m bonanza times are 
applied and in operation.

needed, will be subject to use on the 
lode lu the near future, which will 
bave its effect upon business through 
tbe employment of more men. Tbe 
earnings of these men will give more 
money to tbe community, and with 
more money among the people there 
will be more business.

Notes From the 


Lumber Camps. 


A Sunday trip up the river disclosed 


many interesting items concerning our 
western neighbors. George Scbaffer's 
mill has been running sices the tenth 
of the month, and enough orders are 
on file to keep the mill in operation 
until »now flies. A big order from the 
railroad company to furnish snow-shed 
lumber amounting to one million teet, 
and other orders footing up to four 
million feet brings the grand total np 
to five millions. Mr. Sohaffer informs 
us that he is not in the "combine," 
therefore not bound by 'combine" 
prices. 


Smith and Schaffer, proprietors of the 


Alder Creek Wood & Lumber Co., will 
out five million teet the present season. 
The entire output of the mill is sold to 
the Carson & Tahoe Lumber Co., and 
probably the most oC it will be ship- 
ped, when seasoned, to Carson and 
Virginia City. 


The Trnckee Lumber Co. will denude 


the virgin forest to the extent of twelve 
or fifteen millions of feet before the 
snows of winter whiten the ground. 
Improved machinery has been recently 
added to the mill and the yard crew 
will be compelled to handle eighty or 
one hundred thousand feet per day. 
Box stuff, doors, windows, etc,, will be 
manufactured from most of this lum- 
ber. 


The Hobart mills were the first to set 


the wheels in motion this spring, and 
already their flies are crowded with or- 
ders. The Pacific coast is not the only 
market for their shipments, but much 
lumber is delivered to points east of 
the Rockies. A capacity of two hun- 
dred thousand feet per day keeps a 
large crew of men very busy. About 
one bait of the Hobart mills' product 
will be made into boxes. 


In summarizing—times are better up 


the Trnokee this season than in twenty 
years past. Labor will be in demand 
and remunerative; there will be a ready 
market for all forest products. When 
the lumber is properly seasoned cus- 
tomers will not be obliged to wait, as 
;bey do now, for material.
